i. The Contractor shall provide a Certificate of Insurance as verification of coverages required 
below to the City at the below address prior to contract execution and within 14 calendar days 
after written request from the City. Failure to provide the required Certificate of Insurance may 
subject the Offer to disqualification from consideration for award 

ii. The Contractor shall not commence work until the required insurance is obtained and until such 
insurance has been reviewed by the City. Approval of insurance by the City shall not relieve or 
decrease the liability of the Contractor hereunder and shall not be construed to be a limitation of 
liability on the part of the Contractor. 

iii. The Contractor must also forward a Certificate of Insurance to the City whenever a previously 
identified policy period has expired, or an extension option or holdover period is exercised, as 
verification of continuing coverage.

Alternate acceptable limits are $250,000 
bodily injury per person, $500,000 bodily injury per occurrence and at least $100,000 property 
damage liability per accident.

iv. protessjonal Uabjljty Insurance. The Contractor shall provide coverage, at a minimum limit of 
$1,000,000 per claim, to pay on behalf of the assured all sums which the assured shall become 
legally obligated to pay as damages by reason of any negligent act, error, or omission, or 
breach of security (including but not limited to any confidential or private information) arising out 
of the performance of professional services under this Agreement. The required coverage shall 
extend to technology licensed and/or purchased, including any Software licensed or Hardware 
purchased under this Contract. 

If coverage is written on a claims-made basis, the retroactive date shall be prior to or coincident 
with the date of the Contract and the certificate of insurance shall state that the coverage is 
claims-made and indicate the retroactive date. This coverage shall be continuous and will be 
provided for 24 months following the completion of the contract. 

C. Endorsements: The specific insurance coverage endorsements specified above, or their equivalents 
must be provided. In the event that endorsements, which are the equivalent of the required coverage, 
are proposed to be substituted for the required coverage, copies of the equivalent endorsements must 
be provided for the City's review and approval. 

3.TERM OF CONTRACT: 

A. The Contract shall be in effect for an initial term of thirty six months (36) and may be extended 
thereafter for up to three (3) additional twelve (12) month periods, subject to the approval of the 
Contractor and the City Purchasing Officer or his designee. 

B. Upon expiration of the initial term or period of extension, the Contractor agrees to hold over under the 
terms and conditions of this agreement for such a period of time as is reasonably necessary to re­
solicit and/or complete the project (not to exceed 120 days unless mutually agreed on in writing). 

C. Upon written notice to the Contractor from the City's Purchasing Officer or his designee and 
acceptance of the Contractor, the term of this contract shall be extended on the same terms and 
conditions for an additional period as indicated in paragraph A above.

D. Prices are firm and fixed for the first 36 months. Thereafter, price changes are subject to the 
Economic Price Adjustment provisions of this Contract. 

4. QUANTITIES: The quantities listed herein are estimates for the period of the Contract. The City reserves the 
right to purchase more or less of these quantities as may be required during the Contract term. Quantities 
will be as needed and specified by the City for each order. Unless specified in the solicitation, there are no 
minimum order quantities. 

5.1NVOICES and PAYMENT: (reference paragraphs 12 and 13 in Section 0300) 

A. Invoices shall contain a unique invoice number and the information required in Section 0300, 
paragraph 12, entitled "Invoices."

B. The Contractor agrees to accept payment by either credit card , check or Electronic Funds Transfer 
(EFT) for all goods and/or services provided under the Contract. The Contractor shall factor the cost 
of processing credit card payments into the Offer. There shall be no additional charges, surcharges, 
or penalties to the City for payments made by credit card. 

6. NON-COLLUSION NON-CONFLICT OF INTEREST AND ANTI-LOBBYING: 

A. On November 10, 2011 , the Austin City Council adopted Ordinance No. 20111110-052 amending 
Chapter 2.7, Article 6 of the City Code relating to Anti-Lobbying and Procurement. The policy defined 
in this Code applies to Solicitations for goods and/or services requiring City Council approval under 
City Charter Article VII , Section 15 (Purchase Procedures) . During the No-Contact Period, Offerors or 
potential Offerors are prohibited from making a representation to anyone other than the Authorized 
Contact Person in the Solicitation as the contact for questions and comments regarding the 
Solicitation. 

B. If during the No-Contact Period an Offeror makes a representation to anyone other than the 
Authorized Contact Person for the Solicitation, the Offeror's Offer is disqualified from further 
consideration except as permitted in the Ordinance. 

C. If an Offeror has been disqualified under this article more than two times in a sixty (60) month period, 
the Purchasing Officer shall debar the Offeror from doing business with the City for a period not to 
exceed three (3) years, provided the Offeror is given written notice and a hearing in advance of the 
debarment. 

D. The City requires Offerors submitting Offers on this Solicitation to cert ify that the Offeror has not in 
any way directly or indirectly made representations to anyone other than the Authorized Contact 
Person during the No-Contact Period as defined in the Ordinance.

?.ECONOMIC PRICE ADJUSTMENT: 

A. Prjce Adjystments: Prices shown in this Contract shall remain firm for the first 36 months of the 
Contract. After that, in recognition of the potential for fluctuation of the Contractor's cost, a price 
adjustment (increase or decrease) may be requested by either the City or the Contractor on the 
anniversary date of the Contract or as may otherwise be specified herein. The percentage change 
between the contract price and the requested price shall not exceed the percentage change between 
the specified index in effect on the date the solicitation closed and the most recent, non-preliminary 
data at the time the price adjustment is requested. The requested price adjustment shall not exceed 
twenty five percent (25%) for any single line item and in no event shall the total amount of the contract 
be automatically adjusted as a result of the change in one or more line items made pursuant to this 
provision. Prices for products or services unaffected by verifiable cost trends shall not be subject to 
adjustment. 

B. Effectjye pate: Approved price adjustments will go into effect on the first day of the upcoming 
renewal period or anniversary date of contract award and remain in effect until contract expiration 
unless changed by subsequent amendment. 

C. Adjystments: A request for price adjustment must be made in writing and submitted to the other 
Party prior to the yearly anniversary date of the Contract; adjustments may only be considered at that 
time unless otherwise specified herein. Requested adjustments must be solely for the purpose of 
accommodating changes in the Contractor's direct costs. Contractor shall provide an updated price 
listing once agreed to adjustment(s) have been approved by the parties. 

D. Indexes: In most cases an index from the Bureau of Labor Standards (BLS) will be utilized; however, 
if there is more appropriate, industry recognized standard then that index may be selected.

• Receive catalog cards for the receiving catalogs of the first holding 
library code in field 049 *a of a record.

Replace master records

3 Add or edit data in the record. 

4 Click Action> Replace Record (<Ait><F10> or Action > Replace and 
Update Holdings (<Ait><F11>). 

Notes: 

• The system locks the record automatically before replacing, if not 
already locked, and then unlocks it when the action is completed. 

• If the record replaced is in the online save file, the system 
automatically deletes it unless you re-s ave before you close it.

WorldCat is the world's largest online bibliographic record resource, representing a 
" collective collection" of the world 's libraries, built through the contributions of libraries 
and cultural institutions around the world, expanded and enhanced t hrough individual, 
regional and national programs. It represents the electronic and digital materials most in 
demand by information seekers, as well as the important, unique items found only in local 
libraries. It is the only database of its kind. 

WorldCat connects library users to hundreds of millions of print and electronic resources, 
including e-books, licensed databases, online periodicals and collections of digital items. 
In particular, the WorldCat knowledge base, meant specif)cally for electronic resources, 
combines data about a library's electronic resources with linking features that assist in 
managing and accessing these materials by both library staff and its patrons. 

Volume of Records - WorldCat contains more than 332 million bibliographic records that 
represent more than 2. 2 billion items held by OCLC participating libraries. Over the last 
15 years, the database has grown by more than 200 million records, and it continues to 
grow by the millions each year as libraries, both domestically and international, 
contribute their cataloging data to WorldCat.

We also 
have a variety of other quality programs and initiatives including the National Enhance 
program of nearly 100 libraries with high-level editing privileges, as well as the entire 
Expert Community of thousands of full-level catalogers dedicated to maintaining and 
enhancing WorldCat quality. In addition, we run a nightly program (Duplicate Detection 
Resolution) to remove duplicates from the database, supplementing the manual work of 
our Quality Control Staff. 

In addition, we run a computer program every evening to minimize duplicate records 
entering the database, and we diligently address all quality i ssues we receive from our 
libraries. 
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Cataloging Format and Standards - Overall, OCLC has over 45 years of experience working 
with MARC (MAchine-Readable Cataloging) format for libraries and can accommodate 
MARC21, Dublin Core, and Qualified Dublin Core. 

As well as fully supporting the creation, import, and export of MARC21 records, the 
predominant cataloging format today, the Connexion Client cataloging software also 
supports the importing of MARCXML, Dublin Core, and Qualified Dublin Core records and 
can convert these formats into MARC21 . In addition, MARC21 can be converted to these 
same formats for export. This assists cataloging departments in using data from various 
sources and streamlines the cataloging of a wide variety of materials from both the 
regular collections and archives/special collections, enhancing library visibility through 
these collections.

Connexion - Connexion lets you create and edit high-quality bibliographic records, either 
one by one or in batch, through its robust set of tools and services developed over the 
last twenty years with the input of its cataloging users. Its advanced features provide 
unparalleled flexibility for your library to create optimal workflows and minimize box to 
shelf processing time. 

There are two ways to access the features of Connexion cataloging: a browser-based Web 
interface called, "Connexion Browser, " and a Windows®-based client application called 
" Connexion Client." Both interfaces offer sophisticated searching, editing, and upgrading 
of existing records, exceptional tools for creating original records with workforms and 
constant data templates, and extensive help features. Which interface you use (and many 
libraries use both for some of the distinctive features they offer) depends upon the 
unique needs of your library and cataloging staff and how to arrive at the best workflows. 

Connexion Client - Included with our response as Attachment 1 is the OCLC Connexion 
Client Cataloging Qukk Reference, which provides a description of how to search, 
edit/copy catalog, upgrade, export, save, validate the MARC codes before export, control 
headings in the records, as well as create and add new records to WorldCat, print labels, 
perform Client batch processing, use macros, constant data, and text strings, as well as 
catalog with non-Latin characters.

WorldShare Metadata - WorldShare Collection Manager, paired with the Wor ldCat 
knowledge base, automates WorldCat holdings maintenance and provides MARC records 
with ongoing updates fore-resources i ncluding URL changes. This ensures your e­
collections are accurate and always up to date, which allows patrons to find and access 
your library resources through your discovery interface. 

In addition, it offers updated MARC record delivery based on your library' s WorldCat 
holdings. Briefly, if something in a record changes that is important to your library based 
on the notification profile you pre-define (RDA updates, cataloging level upgrades, 
additions of fields such as a summary and/or contents notes), the system will 
automatically send you replacement record and provide a detailed report as to why the 
record was supplied. Unlike our previous bibliographic notification service, this new 
service offers many more options for triggering replacement records for your catalog. 

WorldCat Holdings - Part of cataloging with OCLC is adding your holdings to WorldCat. 
With a full cataloging subscription, your library has several options for maintaining your 
WorldCat holdings information, which helps Web searchers everywhere find your 
collections through your discovery interface and OCLC's consumer service partners.

WorldCat Cataloging Partners - WorldCat MARC records for new items ordered through 
participating partners are delivered before the items arrive in your library, with a label 
file if needed, and your library's holdings are automatically set in WorldCat either 
immediately or with a delay of up to 180 days. You can have acquisitions and shelf-ready 
data integrated into the records, making WorldCat Cataloging Partners records useful to 
both the library and its vendors, and thus minimizing costs to the library. This 
automation can help your staff shift focus from routine copy cataloging activities to more 
challenging tasks, saving you time and money while getting your new and unique 
materials into circulation faster than ever before. 

Help 

Searchable online help is integrated into the cataloging interfaces, providing assistance 
for typical and expert cataloging tasks. There is also context sensitive help for MARC field 
data (in Client) with a simple one or two clicks. 

Saving and Exporting Records 

You have several options for saving and exporting records. These include an online save 
file, allowing your staff to share records no matter where they are accessing Connexion, 
and a local save file that saves records to your hard drive or server. If saving online, upon 
command our software adds the records to a file on our Connexion server, which, when 
you're ready, you can download and import into your catalog either one record at a time 
or all at once. With built-in TCP/IP export capabilities (direct to your local system), our 
system can export a record immediately with just one keystroke. 

Access Points 

OCLC has optimized the value of WorldCat for cataloging by providing extensive indexing 
of nearly all MARC fields in the record to make the records you need easily findable and 
retrievable.

Also note that with our new WorldShare Collection Manager, also part of the OCLC 
cataloging subscription, libraries can now "data mine" WorldCat through our " custom 
query" feature. It is an exceptional collection development tool for searching the 
WorldCat database, using detailed, expert searches, and provides of all of records that 
match that criteria! For example, we can send you the records of all of the vampire DVDs 
added in the last ten years to WorldCat so you can develop that area of your collection. 
And, it can be set up as an ongoing " alerts" service. A powerful new tool available only 
to OCLC cataloging members! 

In particular, the Connexion interfaces offer flexible searching using derived, numeric, 
keyword, and phrase options in over 90 indexes of Arabic, Armenian, Bengali , Chinese, 
Cyrillic, Devanagari , Ethiopic, Greek, Hebrew, Japanese, Korean, Latin, Syriac, Tamil, and 
Thai script data. 

Coding Validation and Flagging Errors 

Both Connexion Client and Connexion Browser support validation of the f ields in the full 
MARC record before export to your catalog. With the "validate" command, the system 
validates the complete MARC f ield and highlights all errors noted for easy correction. 
Through thi s process, APL can feel confident that the record they export for loading into 
their system will meet the requirements for loading into their system and not be 
rejected. 

Both Connexion Client and Connexion Browser also support authentication of the name 
and subject headings in the field, matching them against the Library of Congress Name 
Authority File which OCLC makes available as part of the cataloging subscription. Some 
fields will have already been authenticated by either OCLC or its member libraries and 
therefore already linked to the authority file. With the "Control headings" command, all 
of the fields that match are linked to the authority file, and those that are not, you are 
provided a workspace to create a proper heading. And because the fields are linked to 
the LC Authority file records, you can also export the Authority records along with the 
cataloging record to add to your catalog.

C - Services Provided 

On a separate document, describe the requirements, capabilities, and level of access to APL's and 
APL's material vendors for the purpose of cataloging and extraction of bibliographic records. 

WorldCat for cataloging has four well-developed interfaces, all four providing direct, 
online access to WorldCat for exporting, updating, and adding unique records. These 
include Connexion Client, and expert, state-of-the-art cataloging software, Connexion 
Browser, considered a lighter yet powerful version of the Client, CatExpress, a simpler 
interface for special projects and less-trained staff, and Z39.50, which connects directly 
to APL's automation system for easy search, find, and download capabilities. 

For APL's vendors we offer WorldCat Cataloging Partners, a program of more than 40 
participating vendors. Included in APL' s cataloging subscription (the vendor may charge a 
small per record fee), through this service APL's vendors can send OCLC electronic 
manifests indicating items they are shipping to APL, and our automated software will find 
records in WorldCat for those items, tailor the records based upon data from the vendor 
and APL's profile, and send the records directly to APL for processing with that shipment. 
For shelf ready purposes, we can also send data and a label file to the vendor. 

In addition, with APL's permission, a vendor can use their OCLC Cataloging subscription to 
access WorldCat for cataloging on their behalf. 

Include notification services available from the bibliographic database and provide actual samples of 
statistical reports, including reports for user usage information. Also, describe the available support 
provided for billing questions, troubleshooting the software, and bibliographic records questions. 

Notification - Included in the cataloging subscription, OCLC offers a sophisticated record 
updating service called "MARC Record Delivery." Based on nearly every element of the 
MARC record, APL can pick certain data fields from the record that are important to them 
for maintaining a quality catalog and a robust discovery experience for their patrons 
(contents notes, summary notes, subject headings, etc.), profile their library for the 
updating service, and as records are updated by the more than 10,000 community of 
catalogers, they will receive replacement records to enrich their catalog. 

Attachment 2 includes a sample report showing APL's cataloging statistics for the last 
year. We also have provided a sample MARC Record Delivery report that is included with 
each file of records we provide through this service so APL can easily see why they were 
sent a replacement record and process it accordingly. The program is run nightly to catch 
all updates they need, however, these can be delivered daily, weekly, or monthly as 
desired.

This offer is provided by OCLC Online Computer Library Center, Inc. ("OCLC") in 
response to Austin's Invitation for Bid Best Value #JCN00002 for an Automated Online 
Cataloging Database Service for the Austin Public Library (the "IFB-BV"). 

OCLC suggests that this proposal is governed by the terms and conditions already 
agreed to between OCLC and Austin. In the event Austin wishes to re-negotiate the 
contract terms, OCLC proposes that this proposal shall be governed by OCLC's 
standard terms and conditions for the products and services described in the proposal 
(which OCLC will then provide to Austin) and the terms and conditions set forth in the 
IFB-BV (with modifications, comments and exceptions noted by OCLC in its proposal). 

If all of the terms contained in this proposal are acceptable to Austin please have an 
authorized representative accept this proposal in writing. The terms of this proposal will 
remain in effect for 120 days after the closing date of the IFB-BV. Any acceptance is 
expressly limited to the terms of this offer, and OCLC objects to any additional terms in 
such acceptance, though we would consider such terms during negotiations. 

If representatives of Austin wish to discuss the modification of applicable OCLC terms or 
the introduction of additional terms, OCLC is willing to negotiate. Before any legally 
binding commitments are made, however, OCLC and Austin will work out mutually 
acceptable contracts. 

The prices given in this proposal are the result of independent OCLC action and not the 
result of any undisclosed collusion between or among OCLC and any third parties. 

To the best of OCLC's knowledge, no undisclosed conflict of interest between Austin 
and any of its employees will be caused by OCLC entering into negotiations with Austin. 

Although the proposal may contain responses to the sections of the IFB-BV dealing with 
specification requirements as requested, these responses are for Austin's evaluation 
purposes only. OCLC assumes that Austin and OCLC shall mutually develop and agree 
to final project specifications consisting of the I FB-BV specifications to the extent 
accepted by OCLC and any other specifications or adjustments to the specifications 
required by Austin and OCLC. 

OCLC's offer is contingent upon the contract being accepted by a legally competent and 
financially responsible entity. OCLC reserves the right to correct any errors or omissions 
in its proposal at any time. 



COMMENTS AND EXCEPTIONS 
APPLICABLE TO SERVICES PROPOSED BY OCLC 

I. STANDARD PURCHASE TERMS AND CONDITIONS 

1. Section 17-Right to Audit: OCLC is willing to provide the City access to business 
records relevant to OCLC's ability to meet contract requirements. OCLC would 
request that there is a reasonable notice for such inspection, and that it occur within 
normal business hours, or by appointment. OCLC shall have the ability to investigate 
and confirm any overpayments disclosed by such audit before OCLC has the 
obligation to refund the City any possible overpayments. 

2. Section 22-Warranty and Section 23-Non-Conforming Deliverables: OCLC is 
willing to replace any deliverables under any resulting contract that are found to be 
non-conforming with the contract specifications. However, OCLC is unable to 
reimburse the City for any increased expenses or costs incurred if the City chooses to 
procure replacement services from another source. Also, OCLC cannot agree to pay 
the City for any claims, costs, losses or damages attributable to the City accepting 
non-conforming or defective deliverables, and OCLC shall not have to refund the 
City for non-conforming deliverables if acceptance occurs after final payment. 

3. Section 32(ix)-Insurance: OCLC carries adequate insurance with reputable insurers 
and is willing to provide the City with a Certificate of Insurance upon the City's 
request, but OCLC is unable to subject its insurance policies to the review and 
approval of the City. 

4. Section 44-Assignment-Delegation: OCLC requests that this provision be modified 
to read that either party must obtain the prior written consent to an assignment or 
delegation by the other party. Such consent should not be unreasonably withheld. 

II. SUPPLEMENTAL PURCHASE PROVISIONS 

1. Section 3(D)-Term of Contract and Section 7-Economic Price Adjustment: 
Unfortunately, OCLC cannot agree to firm and fixed prices for the first 36 months of 
the contract term, and cannot agree to the terms in the Economic Price Adjustment 
section. As noted in our price proposal, the price quoted is from July 1, 2015 through 
June 30,2016. Price increases may apply to future subscription renewals after June 
30,2016, which would be based on OCLC-approved annual price increases. 

2. Section 8-Interlocal Purchasing Agreements: OCLC is unable to offer the same 
prices and terms and conditions to other eligible government agencies with an 
interlocal agreement with the City. OCLC's pricing is based on a variety of factors, 
including but not limited to: the number of institutions ordering a service, the number 
and scope of OCLC services subscribed to by the institutions, and additional support 
or technical services required by the institution(s). OCLC provides custom quotes for 
most of its services based on the individual needs and requirements of its institutions 
and, therefore, is unable to comply with the requirements of this Section 8.
